Colonel 
Kennon, who is in command of a reg­ 
iment in Neuva Ecija, told me a part 
of his command was moving along the 
road when they saw a woman stag­ 
gering toward them. The back of her 
head had been pounded to a pulp of 
hair, scalp and clotted blood: her chin 
had been crushed in and bore the im­ 
print of the muzzle of a rifle: and a 
bolo had been thrust into her lung 
from behind and turned around in the 
wound. 
“As soon as possible she was remov­ 
ed to one of our hospitals, where, con­ 
trary to tile expectation of everyone, 
she revived sufficiently to give an ac­ 
count of her experience. 
She stated 
that their absolutely defenseless party, 
known to be friendly to the Ameri­ 
cans. had been attacked, tile throats 
of the men had been cut, the women 
had been outraged, and she had been 
pounded into insensibility.

Colonel 
Kennon, who is in command of a reg­ 
iment in Neuva Ecija, told me a part 
of his command was moving along the 
road when they saw a woman stag­ 
gering toward them. The back of her 
head had been pounded to a pulp of 
hair, scalp and clotted blood: lier chiu 
had been crushed in and bore the im ­ 
print of the muzzle of a rifle: and a 
(Kilo had been thrust into her lung 
from behind and turned around in the 
wound. 
“As soon as possible she was remov­ 
ed to one of our hospitals, where, con­ 
trary to the expectation of everyone, 
she revived sufficiently to give an ac­ 
count of her experience. 
She stated 
that their absolutely defenseless party. 
known to be friendly to tile Ameri­ 
cans. had been attacked, the throats 
of tin* men had been cut. the women 
hail been o u tr a g e d , and she had been 
pomaded into Insensibility. 
When she 
recovered consciousness she found her­ 
self in an old well, with ear’ll and rub­ 
bish thrown on top of her, together 
with the other women of tin* party. 
of whom a part were still alive. 
“She was the only one able to escape 
from the predicament.but seemed quite 
sure that a young girl, who had been 
half buried while suffering from no 
other injury than a broken leg. would 
be still alive. 
Two days were spent 
in a fruitless search for this well, and 
the people In it doubtless nil perished 
miserably. 
The woman, with tile as­ 
tonishing vitality which these people 
sometimes show, is recovering. 
"I am glad to report that there are 
now a very considerable number of 
provinces where pacification is com­ 
plete and where civil government will 
he established in the near future.”
